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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the two 103(a) obviousness rejections 
of record (and in particular the Robinson et al. reference), Applicants argue that the Robinson reference allegedly does not disclose or 
suggest the use of the lower capsaicin and ethanol concentrations instantly claimed, the purpose of the methods in Robinson was different, 
and that the individual subjects in the Robinson study showed considerable variability in their responses, because they were tested 
regardless of their individual skin sensitivity. Applicants' arguments have been considered but they are not persuasive. Applicants 
arguments regarding capsaicin and ethanol concentrations have been previously presented and addressed. As noted previously, such 
concentrations are within the realm of routine optimization (MPEP 2144.05). Also as stated previously, the lowest capsaicin concentration 
used by Robinson still evoked a moderate response from some of the subjects tested, indicating that the minimum threshold detection limit 
for capsaicin would be lower still than the lowest concentration tested, and paricularly so for individuals with sensitive skin. All claim 
limitations regarding these rejections are as previously presented. Therefore, the 103(a) rejections are maintained for the same reasons of 
record as previously set forth. 
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
